The first edition of The Des- 
eret News was published in Salt 
Lake City June 15, 1850, under 
the supervision of Willard Rich- 
ards. It was housed in a log 
cabin also used.to mint the first 
coins for the Territory of Des- 
eret.. Size was seven by. ten 
inches and 2400 sheets of paper 
were used, eight pages for 300 
copies. - 

After the first year the size 
was increased to the present size, 
each page of type being 16 by 20 
inches. 

During the trek of Johnston's 
Army, the press was moved to
